Introduction 

With  this  issue  of  Spalding's  Official  Base  Ball  Record,  roe 
statistics  of  the  season  of  1913  are  again  produced  for  the  benefit 
of  the  Base  Ball  "fans''  in  the  most  compact  and  best  arranged 
manner  that  is  possible.  In  addition  to  the  averages  for  the  past 
summer  the  Record  also  presents  again  a  resume  of  all  the  seasons 
since  organized  Base  Ball  really  began. 

Little  by  little  errors,  which  have  crept  into  Base  Ball  history, 
have  been  corrected  and  largely  through  the  medium  of  the  Record. 
When  the  first  compilation  of  figures  was  made  it  was  natural  that 
there  might  be  blunders.  After  this  original  compilation  had  been 
made  public  it  was  far  easier  to  correct  blunders  because  of  the 
widespread  circulation  which  was  given  to  the  history  of  the  game. 
Naturally,  there  is  as  much  historical  worth — perhaps  even  more — 
in  the  statistics  of  Base  Ball  as  there  is  in  current  stories  of  the 
national  pastime,  which  are  not  always  based  on  facts. 

There  were  some  traditions  shattered  when  it  became  necessary 
to  retrace  the  devious  way  through  which  Base  Ball  had  progressed 
since  the  '70s.  Players  who  were  supposed  to  have  been  the  greatest 
in  their  capacity  were  found  no  greater  than  their  contemporaries. 
In  other  words.,  a  false  impression  had  been  created  as  to  their 
achievements,  merely  because  some  one  had  said  that  such  and  such 
was  the  case  and  no  one  had  taken  the  trouble  to  investigate. 

It  is  the  aim  of  the  editor  of  the  Record  eventually  to  establish 
accurate  data  regarding  the  game.  It  has  been  suggested  that  it 
would  have  been  a  wonderful  undertaking  if  some  one  had  estab- 
lished a  record,  based  on  the  present  method,  from  the  first  year  that 
organized  Base  Ball  really  began.  Undoubtedly  that  would  have 
been  a  very  fine  achievement,  but  it  must  not  be  forgotten  that 
when  Base  Ball  first  began  its  admirers  were  numbered  by  scores 
where  they  are  now  numbered  by  millions. 

Incidentally,   it   appears   as   if   last   season's    results,    as   recorded 
by   figures,   would  indicate   that   in   many    leagues   the   pitchers    aie 
again  attaining  that  standard  of  skill  which  it  was  feared  had 
lost  when  the  pitching  distance  was  increased. 

From  the  date  of  the  first  publication  of  the  Base- Ball  Record 
it  has  been  most  generously  received  throughout  all  the  Base  Ball 
world.  For  this,  the  publishers  and  the  editor  wish  to  express 
both  their  thauks  and  gratification. 


HON.  JOHN  K.  TENER, 

Governor  of  Pennsylvania, 

Elected  President  of  the  National  League  of  Professional 

Base  Ball  Clubs,  December    9,    1913. 
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President  John  K.  Tener 

Governor  John  K.  Tener  of  Pennsylvania  was  elected  President 
of  the  National  League  at  New  York  City.  December  9.  1913.  The 
constitution  of  the  National  League  was  so  amended  that  his  term 
of  office  was  extended  to  four  years. 

Governor  Tener  was  born  in  County  Tyrone,  Ireland,  July  25, 
1863.  When  quite  young  and  shortly  after  other  members  of  his  • 
family  had  emigrated  to  the  United  States  Governor  Tener  came  to 
this  country  and  settled  in  Pittsburgh.  He  went  through  both  the 
public  and  high  schools  and  found  his  first  employment  after  leav- 
ing school  with  the  firm  of  Oliver  Bros.  &  Phillips.  Later  he  held 
positions  with  the  Chartiers  Valley  Gas  Company  and  the  Cham- 
bers and  McKee  Glass  Company.  When  he  entered  politics  he 
became  a  member  oi  the  Sixty-first  Congress  from  the  Twenty- 
fourth  District  of  Pennsylvania. 

While  a  pupil  at  school  Tener  learned  how  to  play  Base  Ball,  as 
everv  other  American  boy  does.  He  played  his  first  game  as  a 
professional  in  the  New  England  League,  and  Wilbert  Robinson, 
present  manager  of  the  Brooklyn  club,  was  his  catcher.  From  this 
beginning  Tener  graduated  to  the  Chicago  National  League  club  in 
1888,  Anson,  who  had  seen  him  pitch,  being  attracted  to  him  by 
his  great  size.  The  old  Chicago  captain  and  manager  had  a  weak- 
ness for  large  men  on  the  ball  field.  Tener  pitched  with  some  suc- 
cess for  the  Chicago  club  during  1888  and  1889.  His  personality 
was  genial,  and  during  that  time  he  made  many  friends.  In  1888 
he  pitched  in  twelve  games,  seven  of  which  Chicago  won.  losing 
five.  In  1889  he  pitched  in  twenty-nine  games,  winning  fourteen 
and  losing  thirteen.  Of  these  twenty-nine  games  two  were  ties.  In 
1890,  having  cast  his  fortunes  with  the  Pittsburgh  Players'  League 
clu0 — the  outcome  of  the  Brotherhood  agitation — Tener  pitched 
thirteen  games,  winning  three  and  losing  ten. 

After  the  collapse  of  the  Brotherhood  League  he  decided  to 
abandon  professional  Base  Ball  and  enter  on  a  business  career. 
In  1901  he  went  to  Charleroi,  Pa.,  and  assumed  the  position  of 
cashier  in  the  First  National  Bank.  He  was  afterwards  made 
president  of  that  institution  and  still  retains  that  position.  He  is 
also  an  officer  of  the  Charleroi  Savings  and  Trust  Company,  as 
well  as  an  interested  partner  in  several  other  enterprises. 

In  1907,  desiring  to  enter  politics,  Mr.  Tener  became  a  candidate 
for  Congress,  and  after  a  lively  campaign  through  the  counties  of 
Washington,  Beaver  and  Lawrence,  defeated  E.  F.  Acheson.  who  had 
been  a  member  of  Congress  from  that  district  for  fourteen  years. 
At  the  primaries  he  carried  his  own  town  of  Charleroi  by  a  vote 
of  886  to  87.  He  carried  Washington,  Pa.,  which  was  Acheson's 
home  town,  bv  more  than  750,  the  county  of  Washington  by  more 
than  2,000,  and  the  district  by  nearly  6.000.  Succeeding  his  term 
as  Congressman  from  this  Pennsylvania  district,  his  friends  desired 
to  nominate  him  for  Governor  of  Pennsylvania  on  the  Republican 
ticket  and  in  1910  he  was  given  the  nomination  and  triumphantly 
elected  after  a  hot  campaign. 

It  is  said  of  Governor  Tener  that  he  was  told  under  the  Pyramids 
of  Egypt  that  some  day  he  would  be  Governor  of  the  State  in 
which  he  had  cast  his  lot  as  a  citizen.  This  took  place  when  he 
was  a  member  of  the  original  "around  the  world  Base  Ball  trip" 
conducted  by  A.  G.  Spalding  in  1889.  At  that  time  Tener  played 
on  the  Chicago  team  under  Anson.  He  was  appointed  treasurer  of 
the  party  and  had  very  little  trouble  in  dealing  with  foreign  cur- 
rency and  other  financial  matters  pertaining  to  banking.  The  story 
goes  that  it  was  Mr.   Spalding  himself  who  after  Tener  had  shown

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his  skill  in  exchanging  money  and  in  managing  other  players 
remarked  to  him,  "Young  man,  you  will  be  Governor  of  your  own 
State   some  day." 

The  new  president  of  the  National  League  is  a  member  of  several 
social  and  benevolent  organizations,  and  five  years  after  he  joined 
the  Benevolent  and  Protective  Order  of  Elks  he  was  made  Grand 
Exalted  Ruler,  the  highest  office  which  that  organization  can  bestow 
upon  one  of  its  members.  His  public  and  private  benefactions  are 
many,  and  he  has  always  been  the  warmest  of  friends  to  the  old 
ball  plavers.  Manv  of  these  he  has  started  anew  in  life  when  they 
seemed  to  be  out  of  touch  with  the  world.  Fred  Pfeffer.  who  had 
met  with  some  lack  of  success  after  the  downfall  of  the  Chicago 
Brotherhood  club,  was  assisted  by  Governor  Tener  in  later  years 
and  owes  much  of  his  prosperity  to  him.  Another  old  player  who 
was  assisted  bv  Governor  Tener  is  George  Wood.,  well  known  as  a 
player  in  Philadelphia.  The  present  president  of  the  National 
League  has  never  lost  his  interest  in  Base  Ball,  and  while  naturally 
he  has  welcomed  victories  by  the  club  of  his  home  city.  Pittsburgh, 
he  savs  that  he  has  never  attended  a  game  in  which  his  old  club. 
Chicago,  was  a  participant  that  he  has  not  found  himself  uncon- 
sciouslv  "rooting"  for  them  to  win. 

When  the  late  William  H.  Locke  undertook  to  acquire  the  fran- 
chise of  the  Philadelphia  National  League  club  he  went  to  Governor 
Tener  to  obtain  his  assistance  in  putting  the  deal  through. 

When  Governor  Tener's  name  was  first  suggested  for  the  office 
of  President  of  the  National  League  a  committee  composed  of  lead- 
ing members  of  the  league  waited  on  Governor  Tener  at  Harrisburg 
to  ascertain  from  him  wmether  he  would  accept  the  office  if  it  were 
tendered  to  him.  Finding  that  he  would  do  so  under  certain  con- 
ditions it  was  not  a  difficult  matter  to  obtain  unanimous  consent  to 
his  election.  When  notified  that  he  had  been  elected  President  of 
the  National  League  Governor  Tener  announced  that  he  was 
delighted  to  resume  his  connection  with  professional  Base  Ball,  and 
in  his  speech  of  acceptance  in  New  York  City  spoke  as  follows  : 

"It  is  difficult  .for  me  at  this  moment  and  on  this  occasion  to  express- 
feelingly  as  I  would  like  to  express  my  feelings  concerning  this  honor 
which  has  come  to  me. 

"I  have  been  interested  in  Base  Ball,  both  as  a  player  and  as  a  layman, 
from  my  early  youth.  I  have  associated  as  a  player  with  both  managers, 
club  owners  and  the  plavers  themselves.  I  have  found  the  club  owners  and 
managers  fair,  and  the  ball  players  I  have  found  to  possess  as  high  a 
sense  of  honor  as  anv  other  class  of  men. 

"I  do  not  feel  it  necessary  at  this  time  to  announce  my  policies  upon 
again  entering  the  National  League,  but  I  shall  leave  them  to  time  and 
the  development  of  the  duties  of  office. 

"As  a  ball  plaver  I  started  in  the  New  England  League,  but  did  not  stay 
there  long.  I  soon  joined  the  Chicago  club. -. of  which  A.  G.  Spalding  was 
president  and  the  famous  Anson  captain.-/  Lain"  glad' that  I  have  been  a 
■plaver.  for  upon  entering  upon  my  duties. 'I.. .feel  that  I  can  be  impartial  to 
all.'  I  hope  mv  relations  will  be  pleasant  and  that  the  sportsmanlike  spirit 
will  prevail  in  the  business  of  the  game  as  well  as  in  the  actual  sport. 

"I  shall  endeavor  to  safeguard,  conserve  and  foster  Base  Ball's  greatest 
asSet — honesty.  I  hope  to  be  able  to  lift  the  game  to  an  even  higher  plane 
than  it  to-day  enjoys. 

"And  I  hope  because  the  press  depends  so  much  on  the  game  of  Base 
Ball  for  news,  and  because  Base  Ball  depends  so  much  upon  the  press  for 
its  success,  that  there  will  be  a  spirit  of  harmony  between  myself,  the 
managers,  and  the  press.  I  shall  expect  the  club  owners  to  let  me  speak 
for  the  league,  while  they  may  speak  for  the  teams. 

"I  ask  your  co-operation,  and  indulgence  in  any  errors  which  I  may 
make."

18— Pittsburgh  and  Cincinnati  played  a  twelve-inning  tie  at  Pittsburgh.—— 
New  York,  A.  L.,  and  Washington  took  two  hours  and  fifty  minutes  to 
play  nine  innings.  . 

19— Brooklyn  was  shut  out  for  the  third  time  in  succession  by  a  score  ot 
1—0.     Brennan  pitched  against  Ragan. 

22— \  resolution  was  introduced  into  Congress  demanding  inquiry  into  organ- 
ized Base  Ball  as  a  trust.  August  Herrmann,  chairman  of  the  National 
Commission,  said  that  Base  Ball  had  nothing  to  fear  from  any  investi- 
gation which  Congress  might  make,  and  others  connected  with  the  game 
in  a  managerial  capacity  took  the  same  stand.

14— New  York,  N.  L.,  made  fourteen  hits  against  Cheney  of  Chicago,  but 
failed  to  score  a  run,  being  defeated,  7  to  0,  Marquard  ,and  Fromme 
pitching   for   New   York.

Directors  upheld  the  protest  of  the  New  York  club  against  the  decision 
of  President  Lynch  over  the  game  between  New  York  and  Philadelphia, 
August  30,  forfeited  by  Umpire  Brennan,  and  ruled  that  the  game 
should  be  played  over  at  the  Polo  Grounds  on  October  2,  beginning  at 
the  point   in   the   ninth   inning   where  play   had  been  interrupted,    with 

the   same    players   in    the    same   positions. Major   league   clubs   made 

their  draft  at  Cincinnati. 

16 — In  the  first  game  of  a  double-header  Philadelphia  was  defeated,  4  to  3t 
by  Cincinnati,  Johnson  pitching  against  Seaton,  and  in  the  second 
game   Philadelphia  won,   Mayer  pitching  against  Robertson. 

17— New  York  and  Chicago,  A.   L.,   broke  even  in  a  double-header,  and  for 

the  first  time   in  the  season  New  York  moved  out  of  eighth  place. 

Columbus  and  Minneapolis  played  eighteen  innings,  1  to  1.

NATIONAL   LEAGUE   PLAYERS   IN   THE  SPALDING  BASE  BALL 

HALL  OF  FAME 
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The  Spalding  Base  Ball  Hall  of  Fame 

In  compiling  the  Spalding  Base  Ball  "Hall  of  Fame"  this  year 
it  has  been  noted  bv  the  editor  that  many  new  faces  will 
found  in  the  groups  of  both  the  National  League  and  the  American 
League.  As  has  been  previously  explained  in  the  other  years  in 
which  the  Record  has  been  published,  this  Hall  of  Fame  is  not 
necessarily  composed  solely  of  the  men  who  are  at  the  heads  of 
their  different  positions,  because  it  frequently  happens  that  some 
of  them  have  played  not  more  than  four  or  five  games  against 
one  hundred  or  more  on  the  part  of  another.  The  difference 
between  the  records  of  these  players  is  so  slight  that  it  would 
be  manifestly  unjust  to  award  places  of  distinction  to  those  who 
had  played  the  fewer  games. 

In  other  words,  this  "Hall  of  Fame"  is  a  roster  of  the  "regulars 
who  have  borne  the  brunt  of  the  work  and  the  bulk  of  it  as  well 
throughout    the    regular    playing    season. 

NATIONAL   LEAGUE. 

In  1912  Daubert  won  the  honor  of  being  the  leading  first 
baseman  to  grace  the  portrait  of  the  National  League  group.  That 
was  a  distinction  of  itself  for  one  season.  In  1913  Daubert  lost 
his  ranking  as  the  leading  first  baseman  of  his  organization,  but 
perhaps  achieved  a  greater  success  by  becoming  the  leading 
batter       The    leading    first    baseman   of   the   season   was    Konetchy. 

Huggins,  the  brisk  and  energetic  little  manager  of  the  St. 
Louis  club  did  not  permit  his  managerial  labors  to  embarrass 
him    to    the    extent    that    he    faltered    at    second    base. 

For  the  second  vear  in  succession  Lobert.  third  baseman  or 
the  Philadelphia  club,  enters  the  "Hall  of  Fame"  as  the  leading 
third  baseman  for  his  team.  His  record  for  the  past  season 
was    even    better    than    that    which    he    made    in    1912. 

Joe  Tinker,  although  also  officiating  as  manager  of  the  Cin- 
cinnati club,  ousted  Hans  Wagner  of  Pittsburgh  from  his  position 
as    the    leading    shortstop. 

Under  the  new  svstem  which  has  been  devised  to  try  to  perfect 
the  pitching  record  in  major  league  Base  Ball,  Mathewson  led 
the  pitchers  of  the  National  League.  This  computation  is  not 
based  on  games  won  and  lost  but  on  a  method  which  holds  each 
pitcher  personallv  responsible  for  whatever  runs  are  scored  due 
to  his  inability  tb  deceive  the  batter.  It  has  been  quite  generally 
conceded  that  Mathewson  is  the  greatest  pitcher  in  Base  Ba  1. 
Last  se'ason  he  demonstrated  by  his  personal  ability  on  the  field 
that  the  title  is  well  deserved.  It  may  also  be  worth  while  to 
know  in  this  connection  that  Mathewson  did  not  hit  a  batter 
during  the  season,  the  second  time  that  he  has  made  that  record. 
In  fact,  he  has  hit  but  two  hatters  in  the  last  three  years.  This 
all  adds  to  his  fame  as  a  pitcher. 

For    catcher,    Killifer    of    Philadelphia,    has    everything    all    his 

own    wav.      He    caught  in    so    many   more   games    and    did   so   well 

in    the    general    average    that    he    is    practically    without    a    n\ak 

The-  best    home    run    batter  was  Cravath  of  Philadelphia. 

The   best   three-base   hitter   of  the    National    League   season    was 

Saier,  a  Chicago  youngster  who  progressed  very  rapidly: 

The  best  two-base  hitter  was  Smith,  the  Brooklyn  thud 
baseman,    who    had   an   easy   lead   over   his   rivals. 

Tommv  Leach,  a  veteran  of  many  years'  standing  and  once 
a  popular  Pittsburgh  star,  not  only  was  the  best  outfielder,  so 
far  as  games  and  records  go.  but  shared  with  Carey  of  Pittsburgh 
the  honor  of  making   the   most  runs  of  any   player  on  the  circuit.

AMERICAN  LEAGUE  PLAYERS   IN  THE   SPALDING   BASE    BALL 

HALL  OF   FAME 
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The  best  sacrifice  hitter  of  the  National  League  was  Knabe  of 
Philadelphia.     He     completely    distanced     all     of     his     rivals. 

The  best  base  runner  of  the  National  League,  so  far  as  stolen 
bases  are  concerned,  is  Carey  of  Pittsburgh,  who  also,  as  previously 
stated,   vied  with  Leach  in   making  the   most   runs. 

AMERICAN    LEAGUE. 

First  of  all  comes  Mclnnes  of  the  Athletics  as  the  banner 
first  baseman  of  his  circuit.       He  has  well  earned  this  distinction. 

Once  again  Napoleon  Lajoie,  king  at  one  time  of  the  second 
basemen  of  the  American  League,  has  won  his  way  back  to  the 
top  of  his  position  in  that  organization.  For  more  than  a 
year  it  had  been  reported  that  Lajoie  never  would  plav  ball 
again,  but  he  again  proved  his  wonderful  skill  as  a   ball  player. 

At  third  base  it  is  not  easy  to  discriminate  between  Austin 
of  St.  Louis  and  Turner  of  Cleveland.  Austin  played  in  a 
greater  number  of  games,  yet  when  it  is  taken  into  consideration 
that  Turner  was  the  leading  third  baseman  in  1911,  and  again 
in  1912,  and  that  in  the  games  in  which  he  was  asked  to  play 
in  1913,  and  by  no  means  a  small  number,  he  was  practicailv  as 
skillful  and  adept  as  he  was  in  1911  and  1912,  it  seems  as  if 
he     is    fully    entitled    to    the     honor. 

At  shortstop  Wagner  of  Boston  by  clever  handling  of  ground 
balls  and  because  of  his  quickness  in  making  double  plays,  has 
accumulated    enough    chances    to    distance    the    others. 

In  the  outfield  there  can  be  little  hesitation  in  selecting  Cree. 

The  best  catcher  in  the  American  League  was  Schalk.  judged 
by  the  record  he  made  on  the  number  of  games  in  which  he 
played   and   the   number   of   chances   which    he    accepted. 

Both  from  the  earned  run  standard,  now  adopted  by  the  American 
League,  and  from  the  standpoint  of  fielding,  Walter  Johnson 
is  the  leading  pitcher  of  that  organization.  More  than  that, 
Johnson  is  unquestionably  one  of  the  greatest  pitchers  who  ever 
walked  on  a  ball  field.  He  is  not  possessed  of  as  good  control 
as  Mathewson,  but  at  the  present  time  very  likely  has  more 
speed.  In  the  early  part  of  his  career  Mathewson  was  a  pitcher 
of  great  speed,  but  learned  to  conserve  his  energy  and  strength. 
Johnson's  record  against  the  batters  was  quite  as  well  equalled 
by  his  record  for  number  of  games   pitched. 

In  1911  and  in  1912  Cobb  led  the  American  League  batters. 
In  1913  he  did  the  same  thing.  Like  Turner  he  is  one  American 
League  player  who  has  held  his  own  three  vears  in  succession 
in    the    "Hall    of    Fame." 

Another  three-time  repeater  is  Baker  of  Philadelphia.  In  1911 
he  was  the  leading  home  run  batter  of  the  American  League, 
much  to  the  subsequent  dismay  of  the  Giants.  In  1912  he  earned 
the  same   distinction    and    again   in    1913. 

The  leading  three-base  hitter  of  the  American  League  is  Craw- 
ford of  Detroit.  He  has  always  been  one  of  the  best  batters 
or  the  organization  and  the  famous  duet  of  Cobb  and  Crawford 
have    won    many    a    ball    game    for    Detroit    in    the    past. 

In  1912  Jackson  was  the  leading  three-base  hitter  and  entered 
the  "Hall  of  Fame."  He  still  retains  his  place  among  the 
leaders  this  year,   but  as  the  leading  two   base  hitter. 

In   stolen   bases   Milan   of  Washington   leads   all    his    rivals. 

The  man  who  made  the  most  runs  was  Collins  of  the  Athletics. 
He  performed  the  same  achievement  last  year.  In  that  capacity 
he  seems  to  be  the  leading  player  of  his  circuit. 
#  Chapman  of  Cleveland,  the  young  player  with  that  organiza- 
tion, made  more  sacrifice  hits  bv  far  than  anv  other  plaver  in 
the   league   and   joins   the   "Hall   of   Fame"    on   that   account!

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Walter  Johnson's  Record  for  1913 

In  the  season  of  1913  Walter  Johnson  pitched  more  complete 
games  than  any  other  professional  of  that  year  and  won  more 
victories  than  any  other  pitcher  in  the  American  League.  In  29 
contests  Johnson  went  the  full  nine  innings.  He  was  batted  from 
the   plate    but   one. 

Altogether,  in  the  American  League  last  year  there  were  but  71 
pitchers  who  were  able  to  go  through  a  full  nine  inning  game 
without  being  sent  to  the  bench  by  their  manager  and  another 
pitcher   substituted.     The   record  for   complete  games    follows  :

This  table  is  published  in  this  connection  in  order  that  Base  Ball 
fans  may  have  opportunity  to  see  by  comparison  how  masterfully 
Johnson  really  worked  against  the  opposition  which  he  had  from 
the  other  American  League  pitchers.  Lender  the  new  pitching 
distance — of  course,  it  is  old  now,  but  really  new  in  rule — the  strain 
placed  on  a  man  for  the  full  nine  inning  game  is  unquestionably 
more  severe  than  it  ever  has  been  since  Base  Ball  began.  When  a 
player  can  go  through  29  full  games  in  a  season  he  not  only  must 
be  a  marvel  in  skill  but  also  in  endurance.  No  one  will  dispute  that 
Johnson  has  both.  From  the  standpoint  of  long  term  of  service, 
that  is  actual  years  in  iBase  Bali,  Denton  T.  Young.  "Old  Cy"'  of 
fame,  perhaps  possessed  as  much  endurance  as  Johnson.  He*  may 
have  had   more.      Time    will    tell    this. 

Speaking  of  the  matter  of  speed  brings  into  connection  with  this 
brief  chapter  an  interesting  test  which  was  made  by  the  Remington 
Arms  Company  of  the  United  States  to  ascertain  the  speed  of  the 
flight  of  bullets.  Queerly  enough,  this  was  done  through  a  medium 
of  comparison  in  which  two  Base  Ball  pitchers  took  part.  These 
pitchers  were  Walter  Johnson    and  Napoleon   Rucker. 

The  pitchers  threw  the  ball  through  a  wooden  frame  equipped 
with  fine  copper  wires  and  against  a  steel  plate  five  yards  beyond 
the  wooden  frame.  By  means  of  electricity  the  time  consumed  Dy 
the  ball  in  passing  from  the  wires  to  the  steel  plate  was  registered. 

Both  pitchers  stood  from  six  to  eight  feet  away  from  the  copper 
wires.  The  entire  distance  from  where  they  stood  to  the  ultimate 
objective  of  the  ball's  journey — that  is  to  say,  the  steel  plate — was 
about  half  the  distance  of  the  pitcher's  box  from  the  home  plate. 
Johnson's  fastest  throw  in  this  experiment  traveled  122  feet  a 
second.  Very  likely  from  the  care  taken  in  making  this  experiment 
this  is  a  pretty  accurate  estimate  of  the  rate  of  speed  which  the 
ball   makes   when  it  is  traveling  past  a   batter. 
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The  dozen  wires  of  the  wooden  frame  ran  perpendicularly  and 
not  clear  across  the  frame.  The  frame  was  about  two  feet  square, 
and  on  either  side  of  the  wires  between  them  and  the  woodwork 
was  a  space  of  several  inches  in  which  there  were  no  wires.  For 
that  reason  this  test  called  for  good  control.  The  ball  might  go 
through  the  frame,  but  outside  the  wires,  in  which  case  no  time 
was  registered.  ' 

After  the  men  had  warmed  up  each  sent  the  ball  through  the 
wires  to  the  steel  plate  three  times  and  each  increased  his  speed 
with  each  succeeding  trial.  Johnson's  first  record  was  120  feet 
a  second.  Rucker's  was  106.  Johnson's  second  trial  was  121  feet 
a  second  and  Rucker's  113?  Rucker  expressed  an  opinion  after  the 
experiment  that  Johnson  at  his  best  speed  might  be  capable  of  150 

feet  a  second 

A  ball  traveling  at  the  rate  of  122  feet  a  second  goes  from 
pitcher's  plate  to  home  plate,  60  feet  and  a  fraction,  in  less  time 
than  it  takes  a  watch  to  record  two  ticks.  It  has  the  striking 
energy  of  160  foot-pounds,  half  the  "punch"  of  a  45  calibre  Colt 
automatic  pistol.  A  mile-a-minute  railroad  train  going  88  feet  a 
second  has  about  two-thirds  the  velocity  of  Johnson's  pitch.

OPENING  OF  THE  AMERICAN  LEAGUE  SEASON  OF  1913 

IN  WASHINGTON,  D.  C. 
Mr.  Robert  H.  Young  introducing  Vice-President  Marshall  to  George  McBride. 
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A  Day  of  Remarkable   Happenings 

To  those  who  delight  to  revel  in  Base  Ball  statistics,  coincidence, 
unusual  happenings  and  striking  incidents.  August  12  of  the  season 
of  1913  is  not  likely  soon  to  be  forgotten.  It  was  an  afternoon 
crowded  to  the  cover  with  the  odd  part  of  the  national  game  and 
that  part  which  establishes  the  little  things  that  appeal  to  the  heart 
of  the  Base  Ball  "fan." 

First  of  all  it  was  the  afternoon  of  that  famous  game  between 
the  Jersey  City  and  Toronto  teams,  in  which  both  went  twenty 
innings  and  neither  scored  a  run.  Only  once  before  had  anything 
similar  to  this  happened.  On  July  18,  1891.  away  out  in  the  West, 
Fargo  and  Devil's  Lake  played  twenty-four  innings  without  either 
team  scoring.  It  is  doubtful  if  either  of  these  teams  was  as  good 
as  Jersey  City  and  Toronto,  and  for  that  reason  the  record,  which 
was  made  by  the  International  League  clubs,  savors  strongly  of 
being  one  of  the  wonderful  incidents  of  the  national  pastime. 

The  game  was  played  on  the  ground  of  the  Jersey  City  club. 
When  the  umpires  finally  called  it,  neither  side  was  nearer  a  run 
than  at  the  beginning,  the  game  was  three  hours  and  twenty  min- 
utes long.  If  there  had  been  light  the  contest  would  have  been 
continued,  but  the  umpires.  Hayes  and  Carpenter,  decided  at  the  end 
of  the  twentieth  full  inning  that  it  was  out  of  the  question  to  go 
further. 

Hearne,  subsequently  procured  by  the  New  York  National  League 
club,  pitched  the  full  twenty  innings  for  Toronto  without  relief. 
His  is  one  of  the  best  records  ever  made  in  a  minor  league.  Jersey 
City  made  six  safe  hits  against  him.  three  of  which  were  scored  by 
Bues,  one  of  which  was  a  three  bagger.  Eschen  made  a  two  bag- 
ger. For  thirteen  innings  Thompson  pitched  against  Hearne.  Then 
a  substitute  batter  relieved  him.  Thompson  was  hit  safely  four 
times  by  the  Toronto  players.  Brandon  succeeded  Thompson.  He 
pitched  seven  innings  and  was  batted  safely  four  times.  In  the 
first  nine  innings  of  the  game  but  one  safe  hit  was  made  against 
Hearne  and  that  was  a  scratch.  In  1900  Detroit  and  Washington 
played  nineteen  innings  without  a  score,  which  is  the  best  record 
in  the  major  leagues. 

While  the  Toronto  and  Jersey  City  teams  were  struggling  so 
hard  in  Jersey  City,  out  in  Keokuk.  Iowa.  Whittaker.  who  was  in 
the  box  for  the  Keokuk  team,  pitched  twenty-one  scoreless  innings 
in  a  double-header  played  by  Keokuk  and  Waterloo.  That  was  a  feat 
which  was  the  talk  of  the  West.  On  the  same  afternoon  William 
Powers,  pitcher  for  the  New  London,  Conn.,  team  of  the  Eastern 
Association,  pitched  a  double-header  against  New  Haven.  New 
London  won  both  games  and  New  Haven  failed  to  score  in  either 
of  them.  The  total  number  of  innings  pitched  by  Powers  was 
eighteen,  for  the  second  game  was  called  early  on  account  of  dark- 
ness. 

Verily  it  was  an  afternoon  of  pitchers  running  wild  in  the  minor 
leagues.     . 

Meanwhile,  the  greatest  pitcher  of  them  all — Mathewson — was 
quietly  celebrating  his  birthday  with  his  companions  on  the  New 
York  ^National  League  club ;  while  in  Washington.  Napoleon  Lajoie. 
playing  with  the  Cleveland  club,  was  celebrating  his  seventeenth 
anniversary  as  a  big  league  player,  for  it  was  August  12,  1896,  that 
■witnessed  his  advent  in  major  league  circles,  playing  first  base  for 
the  Philadelphia   National   League  club. 
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Annual  Meetings 


NATIONAL  LEAGUE. 

At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  National  League,  which  began  in 
.New  York  City,  December  9,  1913,  Hon.  John  K.  Tener,  Governor 
■of  Pennsylvania,  was  elected  President  for  four  vears.  The  con- 
stitution of  the  organization  was  so  amended  that  the  term  of 
Secretary  John  A.  Heydler  was  continued  so  as  to  expire  with  the 
term  of  office  of  the  President.  The  Board  of  Directors  elected  for 
the  year  to  follow  consisted  of  Messrs.  Hempstead  of  New  York 
Herrmann  of  Cincinnati.  Ebbets  of  Brooklyn,  Murphy  of  Chicago 
and  Dreyfuss  of  Pittsburgh.  8 

The  constitution  of  the  League  was  revised  and  amended  to  con- 
form with  the  revised  National  Agreement.  At  an  informal  con- 
ference the  requests  of  the  Players'  Fraternity  were  discussed  and 
power  was  given  to  President  John  K.  Tener  to  confer  with  Presi- 
dent.B.  B.  Johnson  of  the  American  League  and  the  players 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Directors  the  championship  was 
awarded   to   New   York. 

President  Tener  appointed  as  Committee  on  Constitution  Messrs. 
Herrmann,  Gaffnev  and  Baker:  Committee  on  Plaving  Rules.  Secre- 
tary Foster  of  the  New  York  club,  Manager  Iluggins  of  the  St. 
Louis  club,  and  Umpire  O'Day :  Committee  on  Schedule  Messrs. 
Dreyfuss  of  Pittsburgh,  Ebbets  of  Brooklyn,  and  Secretary  Hevdler 
of   the   National   League. 

The  New  York  club  having  surrendered  its  right  to  the  25  per 
cent;  of  the  world  series  receipts  of  1912.  tin-  National  League  voted 
to  apportion  the  amount,  share  and  share  alike,  among  the  eight 
clubs-.  In  President  Lynch's  report  he  said  that  there  were  76 
postponed  games  and  15  tie  games  during  the  year.  Twelve  games 
were  unplayed  and  73  double  headers  were  decided.  Five  games 
were  protested,  of  which  four  were  disallowed  and  one  withdrawn. 

The  League  passed  a  resolution  to  put  on  record  an  expression 
of  sorrow-  over  the  death  of  William  H.  Locke,  formerly  with  the 
Pittsburgh  and  Philadelphia  National  League  club^. 


AMERICAN    LEAGUE. 

At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  American  League,  which  was  held 
in  Chicago.  November  6.  1913.  the  board  of  directors  met  and 
awarded  the  championship  to  the  Athletic  club  of  Philadelphia. 
Charles.  W.  Somers  was  re-elected  Vice-President  and  Messrs. 
Hedges  of  St.  Louis.  Navin  of  Detroit,  Minor  of  Washington  and 
Sbibe  of '  Philadelphia  were  elected  directors. 

The  Committee  on  Playing  Rules,  consisting  of  President  B.  B. 
Johnson,  Charles  W.  Somers  of  Cleveland  and  Connie  Mack  of 
the  Athletics,  was  appointed.  The  League  voted  unanimously  to 
continue  the  world  series  on  its  present  basis.  The  requests  of  the 
Placers'  Fraternity  were  considered  in  an  informal  conference. 


NATIONAL  ASSOCIATION. 

At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  National  Association  of  Profes- 
sional Base  Ball  Clubs,  which  was  held  in  Columbus,  Ohio,  the 
report  of  Secretary  John  H.  Farrell  showed  that  the  National 
League  drafted  45  players  and  the  American  League  43  during  the 
year.      National   Association   clubs   drafted    1S9   plavers.      The   total 
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amount  received  for  drafted  players,  including  money  refunded  on 
disallowed  National  Association  drafts,  was  $227,250,  distributed 
as  follows  :  National  League,  $59,100  ;  American  League,  $58,450  : 
National  Association,  $109,700.  On  optional  agreements  the  sum 
of  $58,800  was  expended  and  $7,200  was  paid  on  drafted  players, 
returnable  under  the  waiver  rule.  The  amount  for  releases  of 
National  Association  players  was  $188,250  and  the  grand  total 
received  through  this  office  for  players  of  all  classes  was  $481,500. 
The  Association  of  1913  embraced  43  league  organizations,  includ- 
ing cities  and  towns  in  the  United  States,  Canada  and  Mexico. 

The  Association  adopted  resolutions  of  svmpathy  on  the  death  of 
William  H.  Locke,  late  President  of  the  Philadelphia  National 
Lea.gue  clubv 

A  Committee  on  Constitution  was  selected,  consisting  of  Allen  T 
Baum,  Pacific  Coast  League  ;  J.  H.  O'Rourke,  Eastern  Association  : 
R.  W.  Read,  Ohio  State  League,  and  Nicholas  Corish,  South  Atlantic 
League.  The  Committee  on  Constitution  reported  that  Class  AA 
be  allowed  to  have  a  special  form  of  contract.  The  Association 
voted  against  a  uniform  contract  for  all  leagues  in  the  organization. 

Omaha,  Neb.,  was  chosen  for  the  next  meeting  place  of  the 
National  Association. 


INTERNATIONAL    LEAGUE. 

At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  International  League,  which  was 
held  in  the  Victoria  Hotel,  New  York,  December  8  and  9,  1913 
the  principal  business  before  the  delegates  was  the  matter  of  plav- 
ing  an  inter-league  series  with  the  American  Association.  After  *a 
warm  debate  this  was  voted  down.  It  was  agreed  to  begin  th^ 
playing  schedule  of  1914  on  April  21. 


BASE  BALL  WRITERS'  ASSOCIATION. 

At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Base  Ball  Waiters'  Association,  held 
in  New  York  City,  December  9,  Joe  S.  Jackson  of  Detroit  was 
re-elected  President,  Jack  Ryder  of  Cincinnati,  Vice-President,  and 
W\  G.  WTeart  of  Philadelphia  Secretary  and  Treasurer.  It  was 
agreed  to  accept  a  mail  vote  of  the  members  on  certain  matters  per- 
taining to  the  scoring  rules,  especially  in  regard  to  the  so-called 
"Cincinnati   base   hit."

Only  five  games  were  necessary  to  be  played  to  decide  the  world's 
series  of  1913  between  the  Philadelphia  American  League  club  and 
the  New  York  National  League  club.  The  Philadelphia  club  won  the 
first  game,  which  was  played  October  7,  on  the  Polo  Grounds  ;  lost 
the  second,  which  was  played  the  next  day  in  Philadelphia,  at  Shibe 
Park;  won  the  third,  played,  in  New  York;  the  fourth,  which  was 
played  in  Philadelphia,  and  the  fifth,  which  was  played,  in  New  York. 

The  series  was  not  equal  in  skill  and  interest  to  that  which  had 
been  played  the  previous  year  between  New  Y'ork.  N.  L.,  and  Boston, 
A.  L.  The  New  York  club  did  not  begin  to  meet  expectations  and 
did  not  play  as  well  as  it  had  during  the  regular  championship  sea- 
son. To  some  extent  this  was  due  to  injuries  to  Snodgrass,  Meyers 
and  Merkle. 

In  general,  the  weakness  of  the  team  was  mostly  manifested  by 
inability  to  bat  the  pitchers  of  the  Athletics.  In  the  finest  played 
game  of  the  series,  that  of  the  second  day  at  Philadelphia,  where 
they  faced  Plank  and  defeated  him  in  ten  innings,  they  made  their 
most  successful  stand.  In  the  fourth  game,  when  they  faced  Bender, 
they  batted  him  hard,  and  with  a  little  earlier  start  and  a  little 
more  caution  on  the  part  of  a  New  York  pitcher,  might  have  had  a 
reasonable  chance  to  win. 

All  in  all,  the  men  on  the  New  York  team,  who  might  reasonably 
have  been  expected  to  show  strength  with  the  bat.  failed  to  meet 
expectations.  Had  it  not  been  for  the  excellent  work  of  McLean, 
who  caught  in  the  series  after  Meyers  was  injured,  the  batting  rec- 
ord of  the  Giants  would  have  been  so  feeble  as  to  have  made  it 
appear  that  minor  league  and  not  major  league  players  were  meeting 
the  Philadelphia  club. 

That  the  absence  of  the  players  who  were  injured  hurt  the  chance 
of  the  New  York  team  there  is  no  question.  The  first  game  was  lost 
because  Shafer,  who  was  in  center  field  in  place  of  Snodgrass,  did 
not  know  how  to  field  the  position  with  the  accuracy  of  the  man 
who  had  been  there  all  of  the  season.  Center  field  on  a  dark  day  is 
a  very  difficult  position  to  field  on  the  Polo  Grounds,  and  Shafer  lost 
an  easy  flv  which  he  would  have  held  without  trouble  in  sunshine. 
The  loss  of  that  fly  practically  gave  the  game  to  the  Athletics.  It  is 
true  that  Baker  subsequently  hit  the  ball  for  a  home  run  with  a 
runner  on  bases,  but  this  home  run  was  not  so  potent  in  its  way  a3 
the  loss  of  the  fly  on  the  part  of  Shafer. 

On  the  first  day  Merkle  turned  his  ankle  trying  for  second  base. 
There  was  a  little^  confusion  on  a  decision  at  the  plate.  The  decision 
did  not  matter  much,  but  the  resulting  accident  meant  more  mis- 
fortune for  New  YTork.  Merkle  was  never  at  his  best  during  the 
remainder  of  the  series.  It  was  only  his  gameness  and  his  grit  that 
kept  him  in  the  game  and  he  persisted  in  playing,  despite  the  «fact 
that  he  was  told  to  rest  if  he  so  desired.  In  the  iourth  game,  which 
was  played  in  Philadelphia,  it  was  Merkle's  home^run  which  put  the 
New  Ycrks  within  fighting  distance  of  another  victory,  and  in  the 
fifth  game,  which  was  decided  in  New  York,  in  trying  to  make  a 
double  play,  he  held  the  ball  too  long  on  a  runner  going  from  third 
to  home  and  missed  both  men.  For  this  he  was  soundly  scored. 
Had  the  play  been  successful,  and  as  he  attempted  to  execute  it,  he 
would  have  been  credited  with  making  one  of  the  best  plays  of  the 
series. 

The  most  serious  handicap  to  the  Giants  in  the  series  was  the  loss 
of  Meyers.  Prior  to  the  second  game  at  Philadelphia  his  hand  was 
split  in  practice  and  so  badly  split  that  it  was  announced  immedi- 
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ately  that  he  would  be  out  of  the  remainder  of  the  games.  Only  to 
those  who  had  followed  the  work  of  the  Giants  closely  throughout 
the  year  was  the  full  measure  of  this  accident  understood.  It  was 
not  that  McLean  was  not  a  good  catcher,  but  Meyers  had  been  found 
to  work  better  with  the  pitchers  and  the  infielders  than  any  catcher 
on  the  team.  He  could  steady  the  Giants  and  keep  them  tight  to 
their  work. 

Perhaps  McLean  batted  as  fully  as  well  as  Meyers  would  have 
done,  but  he  was  not  so  familiar  with  the  .general  style  of  the  pitch- 
ers as  the  Indian,  who  has  developed  into  one  of  the  best  catchers 
in  the  history  of  Base  Ball. 

From  the  standpoint  of  attendance  the  series  of  1913  was  not 
equal  to  that  of  1912,  nor  that  of  1911.  That  is  easily  understood. 
The  attendance  at  the  Polo  Grounds  averages  much  the  same  for  all 
worlds'  series,  as  the  capacity  of  the  field  has  not  been  changed.  In 
the  series  of  1912  a  record  was  set  which  may  never  be  equalled  or 
at  least  not  for  many  years.  This  was  due  to  the  fact  that  eight 
games  were  played.  In  1912  "stand  ups"  were  permitted  on  the 
field.  In  1913  this  was  abolished  both  in  New  York  and  Philadel- 
phia, and  it  was  one  of  the  best  and  most  progressive  moves  which 
Base   Ball   owners  ever  made. 

The  umpiring  was  excellent  throughout.  It  was  up  to  the  stand- 
ard of  1912,  and  the  umpiring  of  that  year  surpassed  anything  of 
preceding  years.  An  innovation  established  bv  the  National  Com- 
mission was  a  band  concert  each  day  from  10.30  o'clock  in  the  fore- 
noon until  just  as  the  game  was  about  to  begin. 

Perhaps  the  most  remarkable  fact  about  the  series  was  the  huge 
crowds  which  were  turned  away  from  the  Polo  Grounds,  unable  to 
gain  admission.  In  the  three  games  which  were  played  in  New  York 
it  is  estimated  that  at  least  30.000  spectators  were  turned  back  at 
155th  Street  by  the  police.  This  was  due  to  the  fact  that  the  New 
York  Base  Ball  Club  would  not  permit  any  spectators  to  stand  up, 
and  that  on  each  day  the  sale  of  tickets  was  limited  to  the  seating 
capacity  of  the  stands  and  not  to  their  capacity  with  the  aisles 
Jammed.  President  Hempstead  insisted  that  he  would  try,  so  far  as 
possible,  to  preserve  the  comfort  of  every  spectator  who  paid  to  wit- 
ness the  contests  at  the  park  over  which  he  has  control.  The  same 
rule  applied  in  Philadelphia. 

The  first  game  was  started  with  Marquard  pitching  for  New  York 
and  Bender  for  Philadelphia.  New  York  scored  the  first  run  in  the 
third  inning.  Merkle  hit  for  a  base,  went  to  second  on  a  sacrifice 
and  scored  on  Doyle's  single.  In  the  fourth  inning  Collins  batted  a 
long  triple  to  right  field.  Baker  followed  with  a  single,  and  the 
score  was  tied.  Mclnnes  sacrificed  Baker  to  second,  but  the  latter 
was  caught  at  third  on  Strunk's  grounder  to  Marquard.  Barry 
doubled  over  third  base.  Schang  lifted  a  high  fly  to  center  field, 
which  was  misjudged  by  Shafer  and  went  for  a  three-bagger. 
That  scored  two  more  runs  and  gave  the  Athletics  a  total  of  three, 
when  the  two  teams  should  have  been  a  tie.  With  this  misplay  the 
misfortune  of  the  Giants  seemed  to  begin. 

With  two  Athletics  out  in  the  fifth  inning  Marquard  gave  Collins 
a  base  on  balls,  and  Baker  followed  with  a  home  run  drive  into  the 
right  field  stand.  That  was  the  second  time  that  Baker  had  hit 
Marquard  for  a  home  run  in  a  world's  series  and  helped  to  take  a 
game  away  from  him. 

In  New  York's  half  of  the  fifth,  Merkle  sent  the  ball  to  center  field 
for  a  single.  McCormick  batted  in  place  of  Marquard  and  also  hit 
safely.  Shafer  died  at  first,  both  runners  advancing.  Barry  threw 
wild  when  Doyle  hit  to  him,  and  Merkle  scored,  McCormick  going  to 
third.  Fletcher  singled  to  right,  and  McCormick  and  Doyle  scored. 
That  gave  the  Giants  three  runs,  and  those  were  the  last  they  made 
in  the  game. 

In  the  seventh  inning  Barry  saved  the  game  for  the  Athletics  by 
makinsr  a  beautiful  stop  and  double  play  on  Fletcher's  ground  hit. 
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Had  the  ball  got  away  it  is  probable  the  Giants  would  have  tied  the 
score  In  the  eigth  inning  Collins  bunted  safely  and  went  to  third 
on  Baker's  single  to  center.  Mclnnes  hit  for  two  bases  and  scored 
Collins.  Crandall  was  pitching  at  that  time  for  New  York  That 
was  the  last  run  for  Philadelphia.  While  New  York  was  at,  bat  m 
the  eighth  Strunk  caught  a  line  drive,  which  was  batted  by  Meyers, 
and  which  would  have  been  a  home  run  had  the  fielder  been  a  step 
later  on  the  ball.  The  Giants  were  just  that  near  to  tiemg  the 
score,  as  they  did  nothing  after  that.  . . 

The  second  game  resulted  in  one  of  the  greatest  pitching  duels  m 
the  history  of  the  world's  series.  The  Giants  won  in  the  tenth 
inning  when  they  scored  three  runs.  The  game  was  played  in  Phila- 
delphia There  were  opportunities  for  the  Athletics  to  win,  but 
Mathewson  proved  to  be  their  master.  When  the  tenth  inning  was 
over  not  a  run  had  been  scored  against  him,  while  three  had  been 
scored  against  Plank.  _  ...   , 

McLean  began  the  tenth  inning  for  New  York  with  a  clean  hit  to 
right  field,  and  Manager  McGraw  put  Grant  on  first  to  run  for  him 
Wiltse,  who  was  playing  first  sacrificed,  and  Mathewson,  the  next 
batter,  hit  safely  to  right  center,  and  Grant  scored  the  first  run  of 
the  game.  Herzog  batted  to  Collins  and  the  latter  threw  wild  to 
secoSd,  Mathewson  going  to  third  and  Herzog  to  second.  Doyle  was 
hit  by  a  pitched  ball,  filling  the  bases.  Fletcher  singled  over  Baker  s 
head,  and  Mathewson  and  Herzog  scored  The  Athletics  were  not 
able  to  score  against  Mathewson  in  their  half  of  the  tenth,  and  the 
series  stood  at  one  all.  ^  . 

The  third  game  was  played  on  the  following  day  in  New  Y oik.  It 
was  one  of  the  most  commonplace  affairs  on  record  in  a  world  s 
series  The  Giants  were  effectually  out  of  the  fight  in  the  first 
inning.  Tesreau  undertook  to  pitch  for  New  York,  and  between  his 
ineffectiveness  and  the  only  really  poor  play  which  Fletcher  made  in 
the  series,  New  York  was  hopelessly  behind  at  the  end  of  the  first 

^With^ne  out  in  The  first  inning  Oldring  and  Collins  hit  to  center, 
and  Baker  followed  with  a  single  which  sent  Oldring  over  the  rub- 
ber Collins  and  Baker  undertook  a  double  steal,  which  was  success- 
ful' Mclnnes  struck  out,  and  Strunk  pushed  a  grounder  to  Fletcher. 
The  batter  should  have  easily  been  retired,  but  in  the  haste  of  mak- 
ing the  play,  and  because  the  ball  was  wet,  Fletcher  threw  it  over 
Merkle's  head,  and  Collins  and  Baker  scored.  Bush  pitched  for 
Philadelphia,  and  the  Giants  started  after  him  as  if  they  meant  to 
square  matters  in  the  first  inning,  but  there  they  stopped.  Doyle  hit 
safelv  with  one  out,  and  Fletcher  was  given  a  .base  on  balls  It 
would  have  taken  only  a  single  to  start  Bush  going.  Burns  batted

In  the  next  inning,  with  two  out,  Murphy  scratched  an  infield  hit 
for  Philadelphia.  Oldring  singled  to  right  and  Murphy  went  to 
Sird  Oldring  stole  second,  and  Collins  followed  with  a  clean  base 
hit  to  center,  which  scared  both  Murphy  and  Oldring. 

New  York 'scored  a  run  in  the  fifth  inning.  Murray  began  with  a 
base  on  balls  and  stole  second.  He  went  to  third  on  Schangs  wild 
throw  and  home  on  McLean's  single. 

In  the  seventh  inning  Murphy  singled  to  right,  but  was  forced  at 
second  base  by -Oldring  Collins  batted  a  three-bagger  to  the  extreme 
right  fi^d  end  of  the  ground,  sending  Oldring  ?^e  He  scored  him- 
self on  Baker's  single.  Tesreau  was  taken  out  of  the =  bos :  and  Cran 
dall  finished  the  game  for  New  York.  In  New  York  s  halt  oi .rue 
seventh  Shafer -hit  to  right  field  for  two  bases,  and  scored  on  Mur-

The  fourth  game  resulted  in  a  narrow  escape  ^r^e.  Athletic^ 
after  it  appealed  as  if  they  had  the  game  won.     Had  the  Giants 
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batted  the  ball  with  more  effectiveness  in  the  early  part  of  the  con- 
test they  would  have  won. 

The  ground  was  very  heavy,  but  the  weather  was  fairly  warm, 
although  the  light  was  not  always  of  the  best.  Demaree  pitched  for 
New  York  and  Bender  for  Philadelphia.  In  this  game  as  much  as 
in  any  which  was  played,  the  misfortune  of  the  New  York  club  in 
the  matter  of  crippled  players  was  most  in  evidence.  Both  Snod- 
grass and  Merkle  lost  opportunities,  through  being  lame,  which 
unquestionably  hurt  the  chances  of  the  Giants. 

In  the  first  inning,  with  one  out,  Oldring  hit  to  the  right  field 
wall  for  a  triple,  but  was  caught  at  the  plate  on  Collins'  hit  to 
Merkle. 

In  the  second  inning  Mclnnes  hit  to  center  field.  The  ball  would 
easily  have  been  caught  by  Snodgrass  had  he  been  in  condition  He 
did  his  best  to  get  up  to  it,  but  without  avail.  Strunk  sacrificed 
and  Barry  lifted  a  foul  to  Merkle.  The  latter,  as  lame  as  Snodgrass 
limped  for  the  ball,  but  was  unable  to  get  close  enough  to  it  to  hold 
it,  and  Barry  was  given  a  life.  He  availed  himself  of  the  opportu- 
nity by  hitting  to  left  for  two  bases,  scoring  Mclnnes. 

In  the  fourth  inning,  with  one  out,  Strunk  scratched  a  hit  to 
center  field.  Shafer  was  playing  center  at  the  time,  Snodgrass  hav- 
ing been  removed  from  the  game  after  it  was  evident  that  he  could 
not  get  around  the  bases  with  his  injured  leg.  Barry  singled  to 
center,  and  Schang  followed  with  a  hit  to  the  same  place  which 
sent  Strunk  and  Barry  home.  Schang  went  to  third  on  a  passed  ball 
and  scored  when  Merkle  fumbled  Bender's  grounder. 

In  the  last  half  of  this  inning  a  catch  by  Oldring  of  McCormick's 
line  drive  undoubtedly  saved  the  Athletics  from  defeat.  Oldring 
deserved  the  greatest  credit  for  his  plucky  attempt  in  going  after 
the  ball.  The  catch  was  made  off  his  shoe  tops,  and  had  the  ball 
gone  beyond  him  New  York  would  have  tied  the  score  and  been  as 
well  off  in  the  fight  as  their  rivals. 

Demaree  had  been  taken  out  of  the  box  to  permit  McCormick  to 
bat  for  him  and  the  next  pitcher  for  the  Giants  was  Marquard.  Had 
he  used  good  judgment  he  could  possiblv  have  prevented  the  Ath- 
letics from  scoring  and,  as  it  afterward  proved,  that  would  have 
held  the  score  to  a  tie  and  perhaps  given  the  Giants  a  victory.  With 
two  out,  he  gave  Strunk  a  base  on  balls.  Barry  hit  for  two  bases 
and  Marquard  put  the  ball  squarely  over  the  plate  for  Schang,  who 
could  not  help  but  meet  it.  He  rapped  a  hard  single  to  center  field 
and  two  runs  scored.  That  ended  the  run  making  on  the  part  of  the 
Athletics. 

In  the  seventh  inning  Burns  began  with  a  single  against  Bender. 
Murray  hit  to  left  for  a  single,  after  Shafer  had  flied  out.  With 
two  strikes  on  Wilson,  Burns  and  Murray  made  a  double  steal 
Bender  was  bent  upon  striking  out  Wilson  and  evidently  was  tiring 
fast.  He  was  doing  his  best,  but  the  exertion  to  which  he  had  been 
put  in  two  games  was  telling  upon  him.  Had  Wilson  met  the  ball 
for  a  base  hit  it  would  have  been  the  end  of  Bender  in  the  series 
With  two  strikes  on  Merkle,  Bender  pitched  for  a  strike  out,  but 
Merkle  met  the  ball  squarely  and  batted  it  almost  to  the  center  field 
bleachers.  The  ball  was  going  with  such  force  that  when  it  struck 
the  ground  it  bounded  into  the  bleachers  and  was  good  for  a  home 
run,  two  men  scoring  in  front  of  the  batter. 

In  the  eighth  inning  Herzog  began  with  a  single  to  center.  Doyle 
and  Fletcher  followed  with  wicked  drives,  two  as  hard  hits  as  had 
been  made  in  the  series,  but  the  ball  was  hit  with  such  force  that  it 
really  did  more  damage  than  good,  for  both  batters  hit  into  a  force 
out.  Burns  followed  with  a  two-bagger.  Bender  showing  bv  his 
nervousness  that  he  was  worried  at  the  situation  which  was  before 
him.  Fletcher  scored,  and  a  minute  later  Shafer  made  a  beautiful 
three-bagger  to  the  right  field  wall,  scoring  Burns.  It  was  one  of 
the  best  hits  of  the  series  on  the  Philadelphia  field.  Had  Murray 
been  able  to  hit  the  ball  the  Giants  would  have  tied  the  score,  but 
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he  drove  with  wicked  forced  to  Collins,  and  the  inning  was  over. 
The  speed  with  which  the  ball  was  batted  throughout  the  inning  by 
the  New  York  players  showed  conclusively  that  Bender  was  not  care- 
less in  his  work,  but  that  he  was  being  trimmed  hard  and  trying  to 
stave  off  the  opposing  batters  by  using  the  most  of  the  strength 
which  he  had  at  his  command.  In  the  ninth  inning  the  first  two 
batters  up  for  the  Giants  hit  wickedly,  but  without  result,  the  ball 
going  straight  to  the  fielders.  Grant  was  the  last  batter  and  fouled 
out,  the  game  ending,  6  to  5,  in  favor  of  Philadelphia,  and  undoubt- 
edly saved  by  Oldring's  line  catch  in  left  field. 

The  fifth  and  last  game  was  decided  on  the  Polo  Grounds,  and  the 
New  York  club  played  as  ineffectively  as  it  had  in  the  third  game. 
While  the  players  batted  Plank  with  some  strength,  they  were  not 
successful  in  keeping  the  ball  away  from  the  fielders.  In  fact,  they 
batted  it  squarely  into  the  hands  of  the  fielders  most  of  the  time. 
Mathewson  pitched  for  New  York  and  lost  more  because  of  the  poor 
support  behind  him  than  for  the  reason  that  he  pitched  poorly. 
Indeed  as  in  the  world's  series  of  the  previous  year,  he  should  have 
won  the  games  in  which  he  took  part,  had  his  own  players  given 
him  support  of  the  same  standard  as  his  pitching. 

New  York  scored  one  run  in  the  last  game  because  of  a  mix-up  on 
the  Philadelphia  infield,  by  which  a  pop  fly  fell  between  Baker  and

Philadelphia  scored  three  runs.  In  the  first  inning,  after  Oldring 
.had  bunted  and  forced  Murphy  out,  the  former  went  to  third  on 
Collins'  single  and  scored  on  Baker's  sacrifice.  In  the  third  inning 
Murphy  singled,  Oldring  hit  to  right  field,  and  Doyle  had  an  easy 
double  play,  but  missed  both  runners.  That  put  two  men  on  the 
bases.  Collins  sacrificed,  advancing  the  runners.  Baker  hit  the  ball 
to  Merkle  Trying  to  make  a  double  play,  Merkle  ran  up  the  base 
line  toward  home.  He  waited  the  fraction  of  a  second  too  long  for 
Baker  to  come  to  him,  and  in  the  meantime  missed  Murphy  at  home 
Two  feet  further  on  the  throw  and  the  runner  would  have  been  out 
at   the   plate.     Oldring,    of   course,    went   to   third,    and   scored   on

In  other  words,  the  Giants  lost  the  last  game  of  the  series  and 
the  championship  with  it  because  two  opportunities  were  lost  m  one 
inning  to  make  a  double  play.  Had  either  of  these  been  successful 
it  does  not  necessarily  follow  that  New  York  would  have  won  the 
series  but  there  is  a  fair  chance  to  believe  that  Mathewson  would 
have  had  as  good  a  chance  to  win  that  particular  game  as  Plank, 
for  the  Athletics  could  do  nothing  with  him  during  the  remainder  of 

tb  Again,  the  Giants  were  in  bad  luck,  so  far  as  their  long  hits  were 
concerned,  as  Murphy  made  a  difficult  catch  of  a  hard  line  drive 
that  perhaps  would  have  been  good  if  it  had  got  away  from  him  and 
hit  the  stone  wall  behind  him.  Doyle  batted  the  ball.  McLean  sent 
a  line  ball  toward  left  field  that  missed  scaling  the  fence  by  a  few 
inches,  but  one  run  would  not  have  won  for  the  Giants, 
The  scores  of  the  games  are  as  follows  :

Cubs 6 

For  the  third  consecutive  time  in  the  seven  competitions  for  the 
championship  of  Chicago  between  the  White  Sox  of  the  American 
League  and  the  Cubs  of  the  National  League,  the  White  Sox  won 
the  autumn  series  of  1913  by  taking  four  games  out  of  six  played. 

There  were  153,920  persons  present  at  the  six  games,  and  the 
total  receipts  were  $105,815.  Of  this  amount  the  players  received 
$36,325  for  the  first  four  games,  each  club  received  $29,453,  and  the 
National  Commission's  share  was  $10,500.  Each  member  of  the 
White  Sox  got  $871.80  and  each  member  of  the  Cubs  $581  20. 

The  White  Sox  led  off  with  a  victory  for  the  city  championship. 
Hard  hitting  was  the  rule,  both  Russell  and  Cheney  being  pounded 
unmercifully.  Russell  was  taken  out  of  the  box  in  the  eighth  inning, 
when  the  Cubs  had  a  runner  on  second  and  third  and  one  out.  Scott 
saved  the  game  for  the  White  Sox,  who  won,  6 — 4. 

The  Cubs  evened  up  the  series  in  the  second  game,  winning  a 
thir teen-inning  battle.  6 — 5.  The  victory  was  due  mainly  to  Vaughn, 
who  refused  to  leave  the  box  while  he  was  being  vigorously  attacked 
by  the  South  Siders.  The  winning  run  in  the  thirteen  inning  was 
made  when  Zimmerman  singled  and  Saier  got  to  first  on  called  balls. 
Goode  was  out  on  a  fly  and  Bridwell  was  passed.  With  the  bases 
full.  Archer  drove  a  ball  into  left  field,  scoring  Zimmerman,  but 
Saier  was  thrown  out  at  the  plate,  putting  out  the  side. 

The  Cubs  also  annexed  the  third  game,  taking  the  lead  in  the 
series,  but  this  was  their  last  victory.  Humphries'  effective  pitch- 
ing and  the  terrific  onslaught  on  Scott's  offerings  were  responsible 
for  the  defeat  of  the  White  Sox. 

Pitcher  Cicotte  did  more  than  any  other  White  Sox  player  to 
defeat  the  Cubs  in  the  fourth  game.  He  kept  the  few  hits  well  scat- 
tered, while  at  the  bat  he  got  a  pair  of  doubles  and  a  single  and 
scored  two  of  the  five  runs  credited  to  his  team. 

Benz's  invincible  pitching  gave  the  White  Sox  the  fifth  game, 
which  went  eleven  innings,  the  score  being  2 — 0.  The  Cubs  made 
but  three  hits  during  the  game. 

The  sixth  game  proved  the  final  contest,  and  again  the  White  Sox 
won.  5—2.  making  three  victories  in  a  row.  Humphries  was  pitted 
against  Scott,  but  this  time  the  White  Sox  twirler  turned  the  tables 
on  his  rival.  It  was  Fournier,  former  Montreal  player,  who  had  the 
honor  of  driving  in  the  runs  for  the  victors.  His  double  in  the 
fourth  inning  sent  the  winning  run  across  the  plate.

After  eight  games  had  been  played  for  the  St.  Louis  champion- 
ship of  1913  between  the  Cardinals  of  the  National  League  and  the 
Browns  of  the  American  League,  including  two  single  games  and 
three  double-headers,  all  in  five  days,  the  series  ended  in  a  row 
and  a  draw,  each  winning  three  games,  losing  three,  and  two  tied. 

The  series  was  not  played  under  the  supervision  of  the  National 
Commission.  The  receipts,  which  were  less  than  $8,000,  were  split 
evenly,  after  all  expenses  were  paid,  between  club  owners  and 
players.  Each  member  of  the  Browns,  twenty-four  in  number, 
received  $77.22.

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Major  League  Statistics  of  1913 

Frorm  a  general  observation  of  the  games  which  were  played  in 
the  major  leagues  during  the  season  of  1913,  it  would  appear  that 
the  pitchers  in  both  the  National  and  the  American  Leagues  are 
again  beginning  to  show  that  in  the  long  run  they  will  master  the 
batters  opposed  to  them,  no  matter  what  may  be  the  conditions 
under  which  they  are  asked  to  perform. 

There  were  fewer  games  which  might  be  called  "slug-fests"  in 
both  leagues.  The  New  York  club  in  the  National  League,  which 
was  not  composed  of  the  heaviest  batters  of  the  league,  in  the  sense 
that  they  were  long  distance  batters,  made  more  hits  in  one  game 
than  any  other  club  in  the  league.  When  going  at  its  best  it  was 
one  of  the  most  consistent  batting  teams  in  the  league,  but  unfor- 
tunately for  its  record,  the  players  fell  off  mightily  after  they  had 
the  championship  won,  or  almost  had  it  won.  and  never  returned  to 
their  normal   strength. 

There  were  more  extra  inning  games  in  the  National  League  in 
1913  than  there  were  in  1912.  This  seems  to  be  another  argument 
showing  that  pitchers  are  not  deteriorating,  in  spite  of  the  fact 
that  some  are  pessimistic  enough  to  believe  that  such  is  the  case. 
If  pitchers  were  on  the  down  grade  it  would  be  an  easy  matter  to 
overwhelm  them,  as  a  rule,  after  they  had  gone  the  normal  limit  of 
nine  innings  to  each  game. 

There  were  many  shut-outs  in  both  major  leagues.  This  is  not 
wholly  an  argument  in  confirmation  of  increasing  pitching  energy, 
for  sometimes  a  shut-out  is  as  much  due  to  good  fielding  as  it  is  to 
unusually  good  work  on  the  part  of  a  pitcher,  yet  it  would  seem 
that  if  a  team  is  shut  out  the  pitcher  on  the  opposing  side  certainly 
must  have  done  some  good  work  in  the  box.  Poor  pitching  only  in 
the  rarest  of  situations  would  lead  toward  a  shut-out  game. 

In  more  than  fifty  games  the  National  League  pitchers  held 
their  rivals  to  less  than  three  hits.  This  is  a  better  record  than 
the  National  League  has  made  in  some  years  and  would  strengthen 
the1  claim  of  increased  activity  on  the  part  of  the  pitchers.  It  is 
doubtful  whether  it  will  be  necessary  very  soon  to  pass  legislation 
to  curb  the  pitchers,  as  has  happened  before  in  Base  Ball,  but  if  it 
should  be  shown  by  constantly  increasing  good  work  and  efficiency 
on  the  part  of  the  pitchers  that  they  are  beginning  to  dwarf  the 
game  and  to  curtail  its  spectacular  effect  on  the  side  of  batting, 
there  may  arise  a  situation  where  the  rules  committee  of  the  major 
leagues  will  have  its  ability  tested  to  equalize  the  three  great 
-departments — pitching,  batting  and  fielding. 

In  the  American  League  there  was  a  significant  increase  in  the 
number  of  long  distance  games.  It  was  not  unusual  for  extra- 
inning  contests  to  be  played.  There  were  much  fewer  tie  games  in 
the  American  League  than  in  the  National  League,  but  there  were 
plenty  in  the  American  League  in  which  one  of  the  contesting  teams 
was  shut  out  with  no  run. 

Not  a  pitcher  in  either  league  pitched  a  no-hit  game.  Once  or 
twice  it  appeared  as  if  that  unusual  performance  might  eventuate, 
but  it  did  not.  Tyler  of  Boston  was  very  close  to  such  a  game 
against  the  New  York  National  League  club. 

Walter  Johnson  of  the  Washington  club  easily  held  the  best  pitch- 
ing record  of  the  year.  He  shut  out  his  opponents  a  dozen  times 
and  in  some  instances  had  he  not  done  so  he  would  have  lost  his 
game.  It  was  a  victory  bv  Boston.  1  to  0,  in  eleven  innings,  which 
stopped  Johnson's  winning  career  earlv  in  the  season.

This 
was  rather  a  surprising  showing, 
considering  that  Grand  Rapids 
had  the  pennant  well  in  hand 
from  the  time  it  assumed  the 
leadership  early  in  the  season 
until  the  close  of  the  campaign 
on  September  7.

The  champion  Springfield  club 
of  1912  made  a  poor  defense  of 
its    title    last    season,    Quincy, 
which  finished  fourth  the  prev- 
ious year,    garnering   the   prize, 
with  Dubuque  second  and  Daven- 
port   third.       Danville  advanced 
two  notches,   while  Decatur 
dropped  two.    Springfield  landed 
in  sixth  place,  and  Bloomington 
and  Peoria  brought  up  the  rear, 
occupying  the  same  places  as  in 
1912.    Until  August  1,  when  Peo- 
ria failed  to  become  a  dangerous 
contender,    less   than  200  points 
separated  the   leaders  from   the 
tailenders.    Quincy' s  victory  was 
doubly  creditable  from  the  fact 
that  the  team  was  left  at  the 
post,   but  in  June  achieved   the 
remarkable  feat  of  jumping  from 
last  place  to  the  leadership.

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After  a  close  and  exciting  race  between  Ottawa  and  London  from  the 
start,  May  7,  to  the  finish,  September  1,  Ottawa,  for  the  second  successive 
year,'  won  the  championship  of  the  Canadian  League  for  1913,  by  a  per- 
centage of  .629  to  .621  for  London.  The  surprise  of  the  season  was  the 
indifferent  showing  of  Brantford,  which  brought  up  the  rear,  after  being 
runner-up  in  1912.  Berlin,  the  league's  first  champion  in  1911,  and  which 
finished  sixth  the  following  year,  dropped  one  place  lower  in  1913.  Hamil- 
ton dropped  from  third  to  fifth  place,  London  advanced  from  fourth  to  sec- 
ond St.  Thomas  finished  third,  two  places  better  than  the  previous  year, 
while  Peterboro  elevated  itself  from  the  tailender's  position  in  1912  to  fourth.

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Texas-Oklahoma   League 


The  1913  season  of  the  Texas-Oklahoma  League  was  the  most  success- 
ful yet  played,  and,  with  one  exception,  the  eight  clubs  beginning  the 
race  last  April  finished  the  schedule,  the  Wichita  Falls  franchise  being 
transferred  to  Hugo  about  the  middle  of  the  season.  The  balance  of  the 
clubs  finished  in  fairly  good  financial  shape,  and  the  prospects  are  bright 
for  a  much  better  year  in  1914  than  has  yet  been  experienced. 

The  addition  of  Paris  and  Texarkana  to  this  league  has  been  of  great 
assistance,  as  both  of  those  cities  are  good  Base  Ball  towns,  and  both 
had  good  teams  in  the  field.  Denison  and  Sherman  are  always  good  draw- 
ing towns,  with  Denison  leading  in  attendance.  Of  course,  this  is  partly 
accounted  for  by  the  fact  that  Denison  won  the  pennant,  although  they 
did  not  have  it  cinched  until  the  last  week  of  the  season. 

Paris  led  the  league  for  several  weeks,  and  looked  for  a  while  to  be  a 
sure  winner.-  Slowly,  but  steadily,  Denison  overhauled  the  leaders  and 
finally  appropriated  first  place,  remaining  there  until  the  close  of  the 
season.  Out  of  their  last  forty-six  games  they  won  thirty-seven  and  tied 
two,   climbing  from   fifth  to  first  place. 

The  season  was  lengthened  in  1913  to  127  games,  and  was  not  spnt  in 
two  series  as  heretofore.  All  the  members  of  the  league  seem  to  be 
better  satisfied  with  this   arrangement  of   one   straightaway   season.

The  circuit  was  composed  of  the  same  eight  clubs 
that  made  up  the  league  in  1912,  with  the  exception  that  on  July  21  the 
Seward  franchise  was  transferred  to  Beatrice.  York's  improvement  was 
one  of  the  features  of  the  race,  advancing  from  seventh  to  third  place. 
:  Fremont  dropped  back  to  fourth,  Superior  came  from  the  tailend  and  finished 
on  equal  terms  with  Columbus  in  fifth  place.  Beatrice  went  back  a  notch, 
while  Grand  Island  brought  up  the  rear.

After  a  bitter  struggle  which  lasted  all  season  between  Ypsilanti  and 
Wyandotte,  the  championship  was  finally  decided  by  Ypsilanti  winning  the 
last  game  and  the  pennant.  At  no  time  during  the  season  was  the  leader 
more  than  two  games  ahead  of  the  second  team.  The  rivalry  between 
Ypsilanti  and  Wyandotte  was  at  a  white  heat  all  season,  owing  to  the 
two  towns  being  only  a  few  miles  apart,  and  also  on  account  of  the 
Wyandotte  club  winning  the  championship  in  the  season  of  1912. 

The  class  of  ball  played  by  all  the  teams  was  a  good  deal  better  than 
usually  found  in  Class  D  leagues.  Windsor,  the  only  Canadian  team,  fin- 
ished in  last  place,  while  all  the  Michigan  teams  finished  ahead  of  it. 

Next  season  it  is  the  hope  of  the  league  directors  to  take  in  two  more 
towns  and  make  it  an  eight-team  league.  The  clubs  in  these  towns  gave 
good  sport  and  pastime  to  the  patrons  of  the  game.

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With  a  circuit  of  six  clubs,  instead  of  four,  as  in  1912,  and  with  only  two 
of  the  old  members — Calgary  and  Edmonton— taking  part  in  the  race,  the 
Western  Canada  League  finished  the  season  of  1913  without  a  hitch.  The 
honors  were  divided  by  Saskatoon  and  Moose  Jaw,  the  former  leading  in  the 
first  half,  with  Moose  Jaw  second,  but  in  the  second  half  Moose  Jaw  led  the 
field,  with  Saskatoon  dropping  to  third  place.  Medicine  Hat  was  second, 
after  finishing  fourth  in  the  first  half.  Calgary  dropped  from  third  place 
in  the  first  half  to  fifth  in  the  second,  and  Edmonton,  which  finished  fifth 
in  the  early  part  of  the  race,  landed  in  fourth  place  in  the  closing  half. 
Regina  brought  up  the  rear  in  both  halves.

As  will  be  seen  in  the  following 
table.  Ottumwa  has  now  appro- 
priated the  premier  title  five  times 
out  of  the  ten  years  of  successive 
existence  of  the  league,  the  re- 
maining five  years  being  distrib- 
uted among  three  cities,  Burling- 
ton and  Waterloo  being  each  win- 
ners twice,  with  Quincy  the  odd 
one.

With  the  same  number 
of  games  on  its  schedule, 
and  the  same  clubs  that 
made  up  its  circuit  in 
1912,  the  Western  League 
finished  its  season  on 
October  5,  Denver  again 
winning  the  champion- 
ship for  the  third  succes- 
sive year.  The  Colorado 
team  was  just  about 
ten  games  ahead  of  Des 
Moines,  which  came  up 
from  fourth  place  the 
previous  year,  St.  Joseph 
dropping  to  third  place. 
Lincoln  finished  fourth, 
one  notch  higher  than  in 
1912.  Omaha  dropped  from 
third  to  fifth,  Sioux  City 
remained  in  sixth  place, 
and  Wichita  and  Topeka 
exchanged  positions,  the 
former  bringing  up  the 
rear.  Although  Denver 
won  easily  in  the  end, 
Des  Moines,  for  the 
greater  part  of  the  sea- 
son, gave  the  leaders  a 
hard  fight  for  first  posi- 
tion. The  affairs  of  the 
league  were  ably  admin- 
istered by  President  Nor- 
ris  L.  O'Neill.
